Laboratories  at  Kendal,  to  which  any  Practitioner  may  send 
specimens  for  examination.  vSputum  is  also  examined  at  Meathop 
vSanatoriuni.  No  specimens  have  been  sent  this  year. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  issued  free  for  the  treatment  of  all 
necessitous  cases,  excepting  patients  under  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act  ; also  for  both  necessitous  and  insured  persons 
for  proi^hylactic  purposes.

There  have  been  four  conversions  of  Privies  into  Water  Closets 
during  the  year. 

Regular  inspection  of  tdaughter-houses,  Dairies  and  Cow- 
sheds, Butchers’  vShops  and  Bakehouses  has  been  made,  and  the 
sanitary  condition  of  all  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored 
or  exposed  for  sale  is  good. 

The  Register  under  the  l\Iilk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act, 
1022,  shows  seven  registered  retailers. 

There  are  two  private  vSlaughter-houses,  which  have  been 
efficiently  maintained. 

Disinfection  with  formalin  is  carried  out  after  all  infectious 
cases,  and  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  is  disinfected  in  the  .steam 
disinfector  at  Windermere  Isolation  liospital. 

No  facilities  for  disinfestation  exist. 

A pamphlet  on  vSmallpox  was  supjilied  to  all  IMedical  Practi- 
tioners. 

.A  .Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  was  held  on  November  hth 
to  consider  an  a])plication  to  borrow  the  sum  of  id, 700  for  the 
imrpose  of  providing  Council  Premises,  Public  Conveniences,  and 
Road  Improvements.  This  was  granted.
